The  22  administrative  and  supervisory  employees  of  tlie 
New  Jersey  Bell  Telephone  Company,  whose  outstand- 
ing devotion  to  duty  has  made  it  possible  for  all  of 
Princeton  to  struggle  through  the  nationwide  telephone 
sitrike  with  the  reassuring  knowledge  that  "the  telephone 
is  there — if  an  emergenqr  should  arise."  Carrying  a  bur- 
den ordinarily  shouldered  by  100  full-time  workers,  in- 
cluding a  switchboard  force  of  68  persons,  this  tired, 
harassed  group  of  men  and  women — by  carefully  di^d- 
ing  'round-the-clock  shifts — has  performed  miracles  of 
service,  even  while  picket- borne  placards  outside  201 
Nassau  Street  have  proclaimed  in  the  best  of  democratic 
traditions:  "Neither  Ma  Bell  nor  Papa  Driscoll  can  en- 
slave us !" 

Telephone-conscious  Princeton,  shortly  before  the  party- 
line  became  something  to  talk  about,  originated  nearly 
35,000  calls  in  a  single  24-hour  period.  The  first  day  of 
the  strike  the  total  dropped  to  5,000-pIus  and  then  level- 
ed off  at  an  average  of  2,500  "emergencies"  a  day. 
Births,  veterans'  housing  needs,  measles,  newspaper  dis- 
patches, police  and  hospital  calls,  vital  business  matters 
and  even  one  farmer's  worries  about  "breeding  my  mare" 
have  kept  the  interim  switchboard  operators  on  their  feet. 

All-important  in  meeting  the  communication  crisis 
have  been  the  efforts  of  three  Princeton  women:  the 
local  exchange's  veteran  chief  operator.  Miss  Margaret 
Theresa  Corey,  and  her  evening  and  night  supervisors, 
Mrs.  Marion  Kauffman  and  Miss  Elizabeth  Burger.  Miss 
Corey,  who  at  58  remembers  entering  the  Bell  service  42 
years  ago  to  earn  $3.00  a  week  for  six  days  of  work,  has 
this  month  worked  as  long  as  13  hours  at  one  time. 

Elmer  Dietz,  obliging  42-year  old  manager  of  the 
Princeton-Hightstown  area,  has  been  standing  the  tedious 
board  trick  along  with  the  other  draftees,  such  as  Charles 
Sockrider,  normally  foreman  of  the  12-man  installation 
crew,  and  William  Soffel,  an  instructor  in  cable-splicing, 
detailed  to  Princeton  from  Newark  for  the  duration  of 
the  emergency.  Sockrider,  in  experiencing  "my  first  strike 
in  40  years  with  the  company,"  has  nothing  except  praise 
for  Princeton's  telephone-users.  "People  are  so  fine,  you 
just  have  to  be  helpful,"  he  explained. 

For  more  than  fulfilling  the  company's  and  their  ob- 
ligations to  a  strike-weary  public;  for  helping  refute  the 
often-expressed  contention  that  private  enterprise  in  1947 
thrives  upon  an  anachi'onistic  "public-be-damned"  philos- 
ophy; for  seeking  nothing  in  the  way  of  personal  glory 
beyond  the  inner  satisfaction  that  is  an  inherent  part  of 
a  job  well  done;  the  members  of  Princeton's  make-do 
telephone  force  are  Town  Topics'  candidates  for 
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Topics  of  the  Town 
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Princeton  Panorama.  As  the  very 
tardy  ispring  of  1947 — ^April  was  al- 
ready one  of  the  coldest  and  wettest 
months  on  record — ^finally  rounded  the 
lasit  bend  in  the  road,  these  miscel- 
laneous items  made  up  the  Princeton 
scene: 

Hundreds  of  townspeople  were  vacci- 
nated for  small  pox  following  deaths 
from  the  disease  in  New  York  and 
Camden,  Thome's  Drug  Store  providing 
doctors  with  some  4,600  vaccine  points 
in  a  week  .  .  .  Princeton  Hospital  an- 
nounced a  successful  conclusion  to  its 
modernization  fund  drive,  netting  $42,- 
607.05  from  768  individual  gifts  to  pass 
its  $41,255.50  goal. 

John  Chasko  and  Charles  Sperling  of 
the  Police  Department  apparently  solv- 
ed a  series  of  hold-ups  that  had  been 
baffling  iseveral  Mercer  .County  munici- 
palities by  nabbing  William  Hosteom  of 
112  Leigh  Avenue  as  he  boarded  a 
Trenton-bound  bus  Monday  afternoon 
...  a.  24-year  old  former  waiter  at  a 
Prospect  Street  eating  club,  Hosteom 
is  said  by  police  to  have  admitted  rob- 
bing two  taxi  drivers  and  two  women 
passengers  at  pistol  point  in  the  last 
month. 

As  Borough  officials  continued  to 
wrei^tle  with  the  knotty  traffic  problem 
and  the  undermanned  police  force  failed 
to  draw  applicants  for  a  current  va- 
cancy, numerous  solutions  to  decreasing
